A VALUABLE ICE PLANT 


Soon to be Constructed Near San 
Francisco. 

From a gentleman who recently 
paid a visit to the Bay, a GazeTre 
reporter learned that it is reported and 
generally believed at San Francisco 
that an Eastern firm has already se- 
cured the land and water right near 
that vity, where they purpose putting 
up a plant to cost $750,000 for the 
manufacture of ice. |The water to be 
used is to be boiled and settled and 
all sediment removed, leaving it abso- 
lutely, pure. This firm is said to 
guarantee to furnish ice in blocks 
12x12 inches at $2 75. per ton, and, in 
addition to this low rate, they have 
already let a contract for the construc- 
tion of 10,000 refrigerators, or ice- 
chests, which are to be furnished 
gratis to all consumers. These refrig- 
eratorg are to be n¢atly constructed 
with a “‘ cooler,’’ or receptacle for water 
when the ice melts, which, on account 
of its purity and cleanliness, will be 
used fordrinking. Should this scheme 
be consummated, it cannot fail to have 
a very depressing effect upon the ice 
business of the Truckee river.

A WRECKED LANDMARK. 


Reminiscence of Early Days on 
the Comstock. 
Last evening’s Virginia Chronicle 
says: The building over the shaft. of 
the Silver Lead mine, near the sum- 
mit of Cedar Hill, was partially 
wrecked by the heavy snowfall of last 
month, after weathering the storms of 
many winters. In 1878 the title to 
the ground was in dispute, one of the 
north-end mining companies being the 


strongest claimant to the ground, and 
to prevent the adverse claimants from 
extracting ore therefrom employed a 
gang of shotgun deputies at $10 a day 
to hold the property. 

The building now in ruins had then 
been recently constructed and was 
equipped with a flagstaff, from which 
floated a small edition of the national 
ensign. Every twenty-four hours one 
of the gang was detailed to remain at 
the cabin with instructions that in 
case an attempt was made by the 
other claimants to regain possession of 
the disputed ground, to haul down the 
flag as a signal and his comrades, who 
made their headquarters at the Fred- 
ericksburg brewery, would come to 
his relief. 

The shotgun agents under pay of $10 
a day numbered a half score, a major- 
ity of whom never climbed the hill to 
the property they were supposed to be 
guarding, and even if so inclined, their 
liberal patronage of the saloon bar 
where they made their headquarters 
would have made that feat as difficult 
as to roll a barrel of whisky to the 
summit of Cedar Hill. It is related, 
however, that none of them ever for- 
got to show up at the office on pay 
days. 


A SUBMARINE PLOW 


To be Pat in Use On the Sacre- 
mento River. 

A curious machine for cleaning out 
the Sacramento river and various bars 
is about to be constructed in San Fran- 
cisco. It is the invention of E. B. 
Bishop, who, before the war and the 
constriction of the Eads’ jetties, used 
it successfully to clear out the Missis- 
sippi. river. The machine is not a 
dredger, but a great submarine plow, 
and simply clears out the channel as 
it runs. 

It is propelled by three engines of 
the combined power of 54 horses, and 
while going at the rate of 12 or more 
miles an hour, scoops out a space six 
feet deep and 40 feet wide. The debris 
is shoved on either side, so that in- 
stead of the banks being weakened 
they are strengthened. By working 
the ground over up and down the river 
several times the whole may be cleared 
out. 

The submarine plow wili be 100 feet 
long, 35 wide and 12 feet deep. Di- 
rectly under it will be three cone- 
shaped screws, working to a point in a 
monster cone or screw. Each of the 
three main screws is to be 40 feet long, 
on which will be flanges or blades two 
and a half feet deep at the base, and 
tapering as they turn around the cone 
to three inches in depth. The cap 
cone which comes over this will be 
eighteen feet long, and be equipped, 
like the others, with steel screw flanges. 
The machine will first go up the river 
and stir up the detritus, and then, 
turning, go down, when tie current 
working with the flow, will soon clear 
out the river effectually.

SHAVING THE BEARD. 


The Practice Is Alluded to in Many Parts 
of the Old Testament. 

The earliest reference to shaying is 
found in Genesis xii., 14, where we read 
that Joseph, on being summoned before 
the King, shaved himself, There are 
several directions as to shaving in Le- 
viticus, and the practice is alluded toin 
many other parts of the Holy Scriptures. 
Egyptis the only country mentioned in 
the Bible where shaving. was made a 
practice.| In all other countries such an 
act. would have been debasing in the 
extreme. Herodotus mentions that the 
Egyptians allowed the beard to grow 
when in mourning. So particular were 
they as to shaving at all other times, 
that to neglect it was to set one’s self 
up as a target for reproach ‘and ridicule. 


| When the Egyptian artists intended to 


convey the idea of a mean, low, sloven- 
ly fellow they always represented him 
in full beard. 

Unlike the Romans ofa later age the 
Egyptians did not confine the shaving 
privilege to free citizens, but obliged 
their slaves to shave both beard and 
head. . | 

The priests were about the only class 
of citizens who habitually shaved the 
head except the slaves.

THE WOMEN’S HUNT. 


Females Put On Men's Clothes in Order 
to Drive Away Evil Spirits. 

A very curious custom is that called 
the women’s ffunt, which prevails among 
some of the aboriginal tribes of Chota 
Nagpore, India. It is observed when- 
ever any Calamity falls upon the com- 
munity—such as, perhaps, a visitation 
of cholera. 

The women put on men’s clothes, take 
up arms and go a-hunting—not in the 
jungles, butin the nearest village east 
of them. Theychase pigs and fowls, 
take as their own every thing they kill 
and levy blackmail from the heads of 
the villages for the purchase of liquor, 
or else they allow themselves to be 
bought off for a small sum of money and 
a pig. Toward evening the hunting 
party retire to a stream, cook and eat 
their meal, drink their liquor and then 
return home, having acquitted them- 
selves during the dayin a thoroughly 
masculine and boisterous manner. 

Then the village that has been visited 
goes on a similar excursion to the vil- 
lage east of it, and so on to the eastern 
border of the district. By this series of 
excursions it is supposed that the evil 
spirit is safely conducted out of the dis- 
trict without offending its dignity.— 
Chicago Times. 


FACTS -ABOUT RINGS. 


A History of the Use of This Well-Known 
Ornament. 

The practice of wearing finger-rings 
has been almost universal from an early 
period in the world’s history. ‘There is 
a tradition which ascribes their inven- 
tion to Tubal Cain; and the old Latin 
author who gfves currency to the story, 
speaking of the wedding circlet, says: 
‘*The form of the ring being circular— 
that is to say, round and without end— 
imparteth this much, that mutual love 
and hearty affection should roundly flow 
from one to the other, as in the circle, 
and that continualiy and forever.” The 
first authentic reference to finger-rings 
occurs in the Old Testament, where 
(Genesis xxxviil.) mention is made of 
Judah’s signet-ring. That they were 
also in use among the Egyptians at that 
time is evident from the forty-first 
chapter of Genesis, where we read of 
Pharaoh taking off his own ring and 
putting it upon Joseph’s hand, when he 
made him “ruler over all the land of 
Egypt.” | 

The hands of female mummies, found 
in the tombs of Egypt, are profusely 
covered with rings; the wealthy ladies 
of that country wearing costly ones 
upon nearly every finger, while their 
poorer sisters had to content themselves 
with circles of bronze, glass or pottery. 
The ancient Chaldeans, the Persians, 
and, according to Herodotus, the Baby- 
lonians wore rings; and itis probable 
that from Asia they were introduced 
into Greece. In the later Greek legends 
the ancient beroes are spoken of as 
wearing them, and ata more recent date 
every freeman throughout Greece seems 
to have had one. 

The earlier rings appear to have been 
used not so much for ornament as for 
the practical purpose of affixing seals; 
but later on they became merely orna- 
mental, and were set with precious 
stones. The Romans, who are believed 
to have derived the ¢ustom from the 
Sabines, wore signet-rings of fron—as 
was the case with the Lacedzmonians 
—and every freeman had the right to 
wear one. 

Ambassadors in the early years of the 
republic used to wear gold rings as part 
of their official dress; this jus annuli 
aurei being afterwards extended to 
Chief Magistrates, Senators and, later on, 
to equites. Emperors were wont to con- 
fer this right on those whom they wished 
to favor, and the privilege becamergrad- 
ually more and more extensive, until in 
the time of Justinian all Roman citi- 
zens could avail themselves of it. |

ing different ones for summer and win-
